Besides the traditional 
roles of recruiting new in¬ 
dustries, Sheilley expand¬ 
ed NWKF into a multifac¬ 
eted organization that put 
renewed focus on retain¬ 
ing jobs by hiring a full¬ 
time manager of existing 
business to work directly 
with existing industries.

Joint panel gives 
initial approval 
to East End park

The Henderson City- 
County Study Committee 
unanimously recommend¬ 
ed Wednesday that the 
two governments jointly 
buy the old Audubon Bap¬ 
tist Church property for 
use as a small park. 

The issue was brought 
up in a letter by city Com¬ 
missioner Robby Mills, 
who was unable to attend 
Wednesday’s meeting, 
but wrote his fellow com¬ 
mittee members a memo 
providing an update of 
property purchase nego¬ 
tiations and expressing 
his support. 

The lot at Helm and 
Letcher streets is currently 
owned by the Citi-Center 
Corp., which has agreed 
to accept $20,000 for the 
property. Mills’ letter said, 
noting the city and county 
governments would split 
that figure equally 

“I think this will be a 
great opportunity for the 
children of this area, and 
will also help kick off the 
much-talked-about East 
End redevelopment,” Mills 
wrote. “Please accept this 
letter as a positive vote on 
my behalf to recommend to 
both bodies of government 


that we purchase this land.” 

“It’s not a lot of money... 
for the benefit,” said Com¬ 
missioner Alan Taylor, the 
city of Henderson’s other 
voting representative on 
the committee. “There 
seem to be some pretty mo¬ 
tivated citizens involved in 
this East End redevelop¬ 
ment and... I’d like to help 
those people if we can to 
get this thing started off.” 

“My vote would be to 
take it back to the respec¬ 
tive bodies,” said Magis¬ 
trate Bruce Todd, a posi¬ 
tion echoed by Magistrate 
Carter Wilkerson. 

With those two in favor 
of it, passage at the Hen¬ 
derson Fiscal Court level 
seems all but assured, Tay¬ 
lor noted, because Magis¬ 
trate Butch Puttman is 
very much in favor of the 
proposed park, which 
would be in his district. 
“He wore us out over it,” 
said Wilkerson. 

The lot is currently va¬ 
cant, but Assistant City 
Manager William “Buzzy” 
Newman pointed out the 
basement was not filled in 
when the old church was 
razed. 

“You wouldn’t have to 
do anything but fill,” said 
Taylor. “There’s an el¬ 
evation drop right now of 
maybe three to four feet.”

Boy whose cancer fight 
inspired ‘thumbs-up’ 
campaign passes away

Thumbs-up for Lane 
Goodwin. 

It’s a refrain that’s been 
both spoken and photo¬ 
graphed all over the world, 
from Kentucky to Colorado 
to Japan and Afghanistan. 

But at 7:53 p.m. Wednes¬ 
day, the 13-year-old Beech 
Grove, Ky., resident — 
whose battle with cancer 
evolved into a massive 
awareness campaign and 
outpouring of support — 
passed away. 

According to a Facebook 
profile set up to provide 
support for the Goodwins, it 
was announced Wednesday 
evening that Lane had died. 

“Our sweet Lane gained 
his Angel wings,” the profile 
said. “Our hearts are bro¬ 
ken, but God has performed 
a world wide miracle 


through Lane over the past 
few weeks. Please continue 
to pray for our family, espe¬ 
cially Lane’s little brother, 
Landen.” 

Goodwin was diagnosed 
with Alveolar Rhabdomyo¬ 
sarcoma stage IV on March 
4,2010. He relapsed on July 
22,2011, and again on May 
8 , 2012 . 

The Thumbs-up for Lane 
campaign, which started as 
a way to bolster the boy and 
his family, became a social 
media phenomenon that 
involved musicians, celebri¬ 
ties, TV stars, radio person¬ 
alities, political candidates, 
soldiers and thousands 
upon thousands of every¬ 
day, concerned people. 

The Facebook profile has 
341,000 supporters, and as 
of 9:40 p.m. Wednesday, 
there were 36,360 com¬ 
ments responding to the 
announcement of Lane’s 
death.

They will have sold chrysan¬ 
themums, all in the name of Al¬ 
zheimer’s awareness. 

Last year, their hard work won 
them the distinction of being the 
top fundraising team for the an¬ 
nual walk, said Megan Mortis, 
coordinator of the walk for the 
Alzheimer’s Association Great¬ 
er Kentucky/Southern Indiana 
chapter. 

The team raised $6,106 that 
year. And so far, the Redbanks 
team has already beaten last 
year’s amount, raising $7,179.50 
as of Wednesday. 

On Tuesday, there were 560 


people who were registered for 
the walk, and more can register 
on Saturday. 

“Several of us, including me, 
have had family members suf¬ 
fer from the illness,” said Mary 
Whitledge, marketing/business 
development director for Red¬ 
banks and Redbanks Colonial 
Terrace. 

“Our team works very hard 
each year to help raise money 
and awareness. We want to 
make a difference and find a 
cure before our generation and 
our children have the risk of the 
disease. ” 

They start early in their year 


and keep it up year-round, she 
said. 

Whitledge noted that Red¬ 
banks has two specialized Al¬ 
zheimer’s units, the Marina and 
the Harbor, which is a motiva¬ 
tion for them. 

“We are blessed with many 
families who volunteer their time 
and visit/help with residents and 
also participate in our fundraising 
efforts,” she said. 

Mortis said other Henderson 
groups also work in support of 
the annual walk, including a 
group from Chapel Hill and the 
ESA service group. 

The one-mile Walk to End Al¬ 


zheimer’s 2012 is set for Saturday 
morning starting in downtown 
Evansville at Old National Bank. 
Registration starts at 9 a.m. and 
the walk starts at 10 a.m.

County auctions delinquent tax bills

Henderson County auc¬ 
tioned nearly $120,000 
worth of delinquent taxes 
Wednesday to 10 differ¬ 
ent parties, according to 
County Clerk Renesa Ab¬ 
ner. 

Most of the buyers were 
professional purchasers of 
delinquent tax bills, which 
earn interest at 1 percent a 
month or 12 percent annu¬ 
ally — a pretty fair return 
nowadays. 

Purchasers are also al¬ 
lowed to charge collection 
costs such as attorney’s 
fees. 

Here are the buyers and 
the amounts they bought: 

Jamos Fund i LP: The 

Highland Heights firm 
paid $35,123 for 26 bills. 


four of which owed more 
than $2,000. The proper¬ 
ties were mostly in the city 
of Henderson. 

Tax Ease Lien Servicing 
LLC: The Dallas, Texas, 
firm bought 26 tax bills to¬ 
taling $28,759, one of which 
was a Watson Lane proper¬ 
ty where $6,534 was owed. 
Five other bills ranged 
from $1,014 to $5,238. 

Mid-South Capital: The 
Olive Hill firm bought 
32 bills totaling $15,477, 
none of which exceeded 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Kentucky Property Tax 
Services: The Alexan¬ 
dria firm bought 10 bills 
totaling $10,644, half 
of which were bills of 
around $1,500. 

Kentucky Lien Hold¬ 
ings LLC: The Murray 
firm bought 10 bills total¬ 
ing $9,808, half of which 


ranged from $1,275 to 
$1,662. 

W.D. Copass: The Lou¬ 
isville resident bought 10 
bills totaling $6,704, all of 
them within the city limits 
and none over $858. 

Lien Solutions LLC: The 
Crestwood firm bought 
five bills totaling $5,751, 
ranging from $1,037 to 
$1,230. 

CHJM Investments LLC: 

The Murray firm bought 
six bills totaling $5,354. 

M.D. Wood: The Lou¬ 
isville resident bought 10 
bills totaling $1,518, most 
of which were on Pleasant 
Hill Road and Birk City 
Road. None were more 
than $292 and four were 
under $100. 

Nina Kendrick: The Hen¬ 
derson resident paid $247 
for a single delinquent bill 
on South Holloway Street. 


Former Sturgis man gets 8-year 
sentence, draws fine in fraud case

A former Sturgis resident was sen¬ 
tenced Tuesday to eight years in prison 
and ordered to pay $1.6 million in res¬ 
titution to victims in Kentucky, Florida 
and Texas who he attempted to defraud 
through fictitious financial company 
called G3 Capital Management. 

Chief U.S. Judge Joseph H. McKinley 
Jr. issued the sentencing for Owensboro 
resident, Cory B. George, 27, in U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court in Owensboro. 

Judge McKinley further ordered 
George to forfeit contents from three 
bank accounts seized by the United 
States during the investigation. The ac¬ 
counts include $100,301.60 held by Dor¬ 
man Trading, in the name of G3 Capital 
Management and $13,555.18 held by ME 
Global Trading in the name of G3 Capi¬ 
tal Management, both in Chicago, and 
$370,334.77 held by the People’s Bank in 
Marion County, Ky., in the name of G3 
Capital Management. 

These funds will be part of the resti¬ 
tution George must pay victims, a news 
release said. 

George pleaded guilty to 11 counts of 
a superseding indictment in March. Ac¬ 
cording to the plea agreement, George 
admits that between December of 2009 
and April of 2011 he “defrauded investors of 
more than $1.5 million” by falsely advertis¬ 
ing certificates of deposit, guaranteed by 
the Securities Investor Protection Corp. 
(SIPC), officials said. George told poten¬ 
tial investors that SIPC provides account 
insurance equivalent to FDIC insurance. 

However, G3 Capital was not a feder¬ 
ally insured financial institution, and 
was not authorized to issue certificates 
of deposit, a news release said. G3 Capital 
Management and Cory George were also 
not members of the Securities Investor 
Protection Corp., and SIPC would not 
have covered George’s investment ac¬ 
tivities with any guarantee, officials said. 

The money George received from peo¬ 
ple was not invested, but instead was used 
for trading in the commodities market 
and for personal expenses such as shop¬ 


ping, traveling and gambling, according 
to the U.S. attorney’s office. 

“Cory George financially devastated a 
number of elderly victims with the espe¬ 
cially devious lie that he could offer what 
no legitimate financial institution could: 
above-market rates in a government-in¬ 
sured certificate of deposit,” said U.S. At¬ 
torney David J. Hale. “Investors are urged 
to thoroughly check any such claims of¬ 
fered by questionable promoters. Those 
who would perpetrate such frauds should 
know that regulators and federal law en¬ 
forcement officers will work tirelessly to 
shut down sham investment schemes and 
prosecute those responsible.” 

At his change of plea hearing, George 
admitted to incorporating G3 Capital 
Management, with its principal place 
of business in Owensboro in December 
2009, and later setting up business offices 
in Palm Beach, Fla., and Houston. 

The superseding indictment charged 
George with 11 counts of mail fraud, in 
connection with fraudulent G3 certifi¬ 
cates of deposit that George created and 
sent to investors either by U.S. mail or by 
Federal Express. Other mail fraud counts 
relate to investor checks that were sent 
interstate from Texas to George’s Owens¬ 
boro office, where they were deposited 
into a bank account he had opened in the 
name of G3 Capital Management at a bank 
located in Marion County. 

Finally, two counts of the superseding 
indictment relate to small interest pay¬ 
ments that were mailed by George to a 
Kentucky investor. Most of the victims 
who purchased certificates of deposit 
from George and G3 Capital Management 
never received back their investments. 

George was arrested in Las Vegas on 
a criminal complaint that was filed in 
U. S. District Court on May 11, 2011, and 
was taken into the custody of the United 
States Marshals Service. George remains 
in federal custody. 

This case was prosecuted by Assistant 
United States Attorney Marisa Ford and 
was investigated by the FBI in Owensboro 
and the Florida Office of Financial Regu¬ 
lation in West Palm Beach.

Dance videos 
step up to fight 
breast cancer

We would be among the first to decry the mindless 
videos and photos that make up the bulk of what is avail¬ 
able on the Internet, yet one site has entertained and, 
we’ll admit it publicly, both cheered and touched us: 
www.pinkglovedance.com. 

The original video in 2009 featured health-care work¬ 
ers in Portland, Ore., employees from seemingly every 
department in the hospital, all pink-gloved and grinning 
and dancing to “Down” by Jay Sean. 

It was the hospital’s way of calling attention to the 
importance of early detection of breast cancer. 

It also has allowed millions of people a respite from fa¬ 
tigue and worry and fear, using music to bring something 
fresh and hopeful out of the fight against a disease that kills 

more women than 
any other, except 
for lung cancer. 

We couldn’t find 
out who first came 
up with the idea at 
that Portland hospi¬ 
tal, but the nation’s 
largest privately 
held manufacturer 
of those now-fa- 
mous pink gloves 
took it and ran with it, creating a follow-up video of more 
than 4,000 health-care workers and breast cancer survi¬ 
vors dancing their way to “You Won’t Dance Alone” by 
Best Day Ever around various sites, from the Golden Gate 
Bridge to Times Square. 

Medline Industries Inc., an Illinois firm, has also do¬ 
nated more than $1 million to provide education and free 
mammograms to those in need and continues to make 
contributions every year through sales of its Genera¬ 
tion Pink products. Medline hosted the 2011 Pink Glove 
Dance Competition that featured employees of 139 hospi¬ 
tals across the U.S. and Canada. Employees at Lexington 
Medical Center in West Columbia, S.C., won that first 
competition. The $10,000 prize was donated to the Vera 
Bradley Foundation supporting breast cancer research. 

The 2012 competition already is under way. The videos 
aren’t just fun. Even the money that the winning hospital 
staff receives for its efforts pales when compared to the ad¬ 
miration the employees show, in song and dance, for breast 
cancer survivors. Each step is a demonstration of the exuber¬ 
ance of life, the triumph over a potentially deadly disease. 

If laughter is indeed the best medicine (and we’re 
among those who believe it can have a healing effect), 
then dancing must be the cure — even temporarily — for 
feeling alone or confused or worried as you fight for life. 

And it’s a fine way to celebrate your victory or that of 
someone you know. 
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Russia drops nuclear-plan bombshell 


In an era when global 
terrorists are aggressively 
seeking weapons of mass 
destruction for just one 
purpose — to use them — 
President Vladimir Putin’s 
Foreign Ministry quietly is¬ 
sued a statement on its web¬ 
site, on the evening of Oct. 
10: Russia will not renew its 
Nunn-Lugar Cooperative 
Threat Reduction partner¬ 
ship with the United States 
when the present agree¬ 
ment expires next June. 

While the news reports 
seemed to signal the end 
of one of the modern era’s 
most successful peace¬ 
keeping programs, reports 
of the Nunn-Lugar pro¬ 
gram’s demise, at age 20, 
may well prove to be not 
just greatly exaggerated 
but fiat-out wrong (as we’ll 
soon explain). 

The United States spent 
billions of dollars under 
the Nunn-Lugar program 
to help secure, dismantle 
and destroy thousands of 
nuclear, chemical and bio¬ 
logical weapons, materials 
and delivery systems that 
suddenly became vulnera¬ 
ble when the Soviet Union 
collapsed in 1991. Sen. Sam 
Nunn, then a Democrat 



from Georgia, first real¬ 
ized just how vulnerable 
the Soviet weapons had 
become when he visited 
freshly deposed Soviet 
President Mikhail Gor¬ 
bachev. Back in Washing¬ 
ton, Nunn teamed with Sen. 
Richard Lugar, Republican 
of Indiana, and this farsight¬ 
ed bipartisan duo drafted 
its program and sold it to a 
skeptical White House and 
Congress as a matter of un¬ 
precedented global urgency. 

Now widely acclaimed, 
the Nunn-Lugar program 
maybe the most Nobel Peace 
Prize-worthy effort never to 
have received that interna¬ 
tional honor. Consider the 
program’s global safeguard¬ 
ing accomplishments: 

The program deacti¬ 
vated more than 7,659 stra¬ 
tegic nuclear warheads, 
destruction of 902 inter¬ 
continental ballistic mis¬ 


siles, 498 missile silos, 191 
mobile missile launchers, 
684 submarine-launched 
ballistic missiles, 492 sub¬ 
marine missile launchers, 
155 strategic bombers, 906 
nuclear air-to-surface mis¬ 
siles and 194 nuclear test 
tunnels, provided protec¬ 
tion for railroad trains 
carrying nuclear-weapons 
shipments, built 39 stations 
for monitoring biological 
agents, and disposed of 
3,023 metric tons of chemi¬ 
cal weapons agents in Rus¬ 
sia and Albania. 

Then there was a real¬ 
ity that existed beyond the 
big numbers: The Soviet 
collapse would have cre¬ 
ated three instant nuclear 
superpowers in modestly 
sized new republics — 
Ukraine, Belarus and 
Kazakhstan. Nunn-Lugar 
helped finance the re¬ 
moval of those nuclear and 
chemical stockpiles. 

Russia’s announcement 
last week on not renewing 
its Nunn-Lugar partner¬ 
ship came after it ordered 
the U.S. Agency for Inter¬ 
national Development to 
close its aid efforts. 

Putin’s Russia doesn’t 
want to be seen as an aid 


recipient, but an aid donor. 
Russian Deputy Foreign 
Minister Sergei Ryabkov 
emphasized in his state¬ 
ment last week that Rus¬ 
sia now can pay for what 
needs to be done. He said a 
new Nunn-Lugar partner¬ 
ship pact should be drafted 
to reflect that. 

So it doesn’t come down 
to totally scrapping the 
partnership. 

In a recent speech, 
Nunn cited a quotation 
that bears repeating: 

“The world has achieved 
brilliance without con¬ 
science. Ours is a world of 
nuclear giants and ethical in¬ 
fants. We know more about 
war than we know about 
peace, more about killing 
than we know about living.” 

The speaker was not a 
famous professor or anti¬ 
war activist. It was five- 
star Gen. Omar Bradley, 
the World War II hero, 
speaking in 1948, shortly 
after the only time nuclear 
bombs were detonated in 
wartime. Sadly, his words 
ring even truer today. 

That’s why we need, 
more than ever, a truly 
global Nunn-Lugar pro¬ 
gram.

First Lady Michelle 
Obama said the other day 
that America is in a “huge 
recovery” because of what 
her husband has done, and 
what I’d advise is that she 
get a pair of binoculars and 
look out a White House 
window. 

She just might observe 
more of the desperately 
poor wandering around 
than she’s seen before, 
and that would not be by 
accident. 

A Washington Post 
story reports that family 
homelessness in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., is up by 18 
percent since last year. 
The recession ended in 
late 2009. The recovery, 
mugged by a pork-ridden 
stimulus and a malicious 
gang of other miscon¬ 
ceived policies, is limping 
along more weakly than 
any recovery since World 
War 11. The result is suffer¬ 
ing in almost every direc¬ 
tion you look. 

Those hurt the most 
are often those who had 
the least to begin with. Some 
46.2 million Americans are 
now below the poverty line. 
And, it might be noted by 
Democrats claiming a Re¬ 
publican war on women, the 



poverty rate among them is a 
very scary 16.3 percent. 

The middle class has 
also taken a crippling hit 
— a median income drop 
from $54,983 when Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama took 
office to $50,964 this year. 
As others have written, the 
median has decreased more 
during the Obama recov¬ 
ery than it did during the 
recession the president has 
blamed on his predecessor. 

Welfare has meanwhile 
been going up, with expen¬ 
diture increases of some¬ 
thing like $193 billion a 
year under Obama. The 
crying need is for some¬ 
thing that would make 
the welfare less necessary: 
jobs. Some 14.7 percent of 
Americans are looking for 
jobs but can’t find them or 
have settled for part-time 
jobs when they want full¬ 
time employment. The 
$831 billion stimulus was 


supposed to help fix this, 
but the tons of money pro¬ 
duced maybe an ounce of 
temporary relief while 
contributing to employ¬ 
ment-impeding debt. 

The stimulus came up in 
the vice presidential debate 
when Republican candidate 
Paul Ryan pointed to “$90 
billion in green pork to cam¬ 
paign contributors and spe¬ 
cial interest groups.” An As¬ 
sociated Press fact checker 
concurred that $528 million 
went to the Solyndra solar- 
panel firm that was “politi¬ 
cally connected” and went 
bankrupt. The reporter 
went on to say, however, that 
there was also energy stim¬ 
ulus help for such things as 
making homes “more ener¬ 
gy efficient” and to “public 
entities constructing high¬ 
speed rail lines.” 

Excuse me, but more 
recipients of grants and 
loans than just Solyndra 
had political connections 
and went under, and in¬ 
spectors said the program 
to weatherize homes was 
poorly executed in many 
instances, even to the 
point of endangering lives.

NEW YORK -A Bangladeshi 
man who came to the United 
States to wage jihad was ar¬ 
rested in an elaborate FBI 
sting on Wednesday after 
attempting to blow up a 
fake car bomb outside the 
Federal Reserve building in 
Manhattan, authorities said. 

Before trying to carry out 
the alleged terrorism plot, 
Quazi Mohammad Rez¬ 
wanul Ahsan Nafis went to a 
warehouse to help assemble 
a 1,000-pound bomb using 
inert material, according to a 
criminal complaint. He also 
asked an undercover agent 
to videotape him saying, 
“We will not stop until we at¬ 
tain victory or martyrdom,” 
the complaint said. 

Agents grabbed the 
21-year-old Nafis — armed 
with a cellphone he believed 
was rigged as a detonator 
— after he made several at¬ 
tempts to blow up the bomb 
inside a vehicle parked next 
to the Federal Reserve, the 
complaint said.

Government: 

Violent crimes rose 

Violent crimes unex¬ 
pectedly jumped 18 percent 
last year, the first rise in 
nearly 20 years, and prop¬ 
erty crimes rose for first 
time in a decade. But aca¬ 
demic experts said the new 
government data fall short 
of signaling a reversal of 
the long decline in crime. 

The U.S. Bureau of Jus¬ 
tice Statistics reported 
Wednesday that the in¬ 
crease in the number of vio¬ 
lent crimes was the result of 
an upward swing in simple 
assaults, which rose 22 per¬ 
cent, from 4 million in 2010 
to 5 million last year. The 
incidence of rape, sexual as¬ 
sault and robbery remained 
largely unchanged, as did 
serious violent crime in¬ 
volving weapons or injury. 

Property crimes were 
up 11 percent in 2011, from 
15.4 million in 2010 to 17 
million, according to the 
bureau’s annual national 
crime victimization sur¬ 
vey. Household burglaries 
rose 14 percent, from 3.2 
million to 3.6 million. The 
number of thefts jumped 
by 10 percent, from 11.6 
million to 12.8 million.

JERUSALEM - Israeli author¬ 
ities blockading the Gaza 
Strip in 2008 went so far 
as to calculate how many 
calories would be needed 
to avert a humanitarian di¬ 
saster in the impoverished 
Palestinian territory, ac¬ 
cording to a newly declas¬ 
sified military document. 

The military said 
Wednesday the guidelines 
were never implemented. 
However, critics rejected 
the claim, saying the doc¬ 
ument was new evidence 
that Israel used food as 
a pressure tactic to try to 
force Gaza’s Hamas rulers 
from power — a strategy 
that ultimately failed. 

Israel maintained a strict 
blockade over Gaza from 
2007-10. During that time, 
Israel limited food sup¬ 
plies entering Gaza and 
maintained a baffling list 
of items that were banned 
or permitted as part of a 
broader effort to topple the 
violently anti-Israel Hamas 
by squeezing the economy. 

In the January 2008 
document, Israel deter¬ 
mined how to ensure that 
Gazans eat 2,279 calories 
of food each day, a figure 
in line with World Health 
Organization guidelines. 

It broke down the calo¬ 
rie allocation by various 
food groups, and in minute 
details. It said that males 
aged 11 to 50 required 
316.05 grams of meat per 
day, and women in the 
same age group needed 
190.47 grams of flour. The 
analysis also included 
adjustments for locally 
grown farm products, as 
well as an assessment of 
the kinds of food imports 
that would be needed to 
sustain the population.

‘Mastermind’ of Sept. 11 terror 
in camouflage for Gitmo court 
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Private security company target 
of myriad lawsuits totaling millions

Landowners on border 
say they were shortchanged

BROWNSVILLE,Texas- When 
the federal government be¬ 
gan seizing private land 
along the U.S.-Mexico 
border to build a towering 
fence, Teofilo Flores was 
offered $1,650 for a slice of 
his backyard. 

At first, it seemed like a 
square deal. But then the 
cotton grower learned that 
his neighbor had received 
40 times more for a similar 
piece of land. And another 
nearby farmer pocketed $1 
million in exchange for his 
cooperation. 

Since 2008, hundreds of 
landowners on the border 
have sought fair prices for 
property that was con¬ 
demned to make way for 
the fence. But many of 
them received initial of¬ 
fers that were far below 
market value. And dozens 
accepted those amounts 
without seeking any le¬ 
gal help, only to discover 
neighbors had won far 
larger settlements after 
hiring attorneys. 

“You get angry. But 
that’s the way of life, I 
guess,” Flores said of the 
bigger payouts won by 
other landowners. “You 
know, people that got 
more money can afford to 
do more things.” 

The disparities raise 
questions about the 
Justice Department’s 
treatment of hundreds 
of landowners from 
Texas to California who 
couldn’t afford lawyers 
and must now live with a 
massive steel barrier run¬ 
ning through their farms, 
ranches and yards. 

The wide variation in 
price “underscores how 
unfair these original of¬ 
fers were,” said attorney 
Corinna Spencer-Scheu- 
rich, who represented 
poor and middle-class 
landowners when the sei¬ 
zures began. 

The federal govern¬ 
ment “is using its power, 
its clout, to try to take land 
from people at a price that 
is unfair. I think that is 
clear based on the settle¬ 
ments,” she said. 

Federal attorneys say 
the initial offers repre¬ 
sented only a starting 
amount that would permit 


the seizures to begin and 
could be adjusted later. 

In 2006, Congress or¬ 
dered construction of 
670 miles of heavy metal 
fence to help curb illegal 
immigration. The project 
required landowners on 
the border to give up prop¬ 
erty that ranged from the 
size of a driveway to much 
larger farms and commer¬ 
cial lots. 

The Constitution re¬ 
quires the government 
to provide compensation 
whenever it takes prop¬ 
erty for a public project 
using a process known as 
eminent domain. 

About 400 landowners 
have been affected. Most 
are in Texas, because that 
state has more private 
property along the border 
than do New Mexico, Ari¬ 
zona or California, where 
much of the border land is 
already in federal hands. 

An Associated Press 
analysis of nearly 300 
Texas land cases found 
that most of the settle¬ 
ment money went to a 
small group of owners, 
all of whom had attorneys. 
The legal help appeared to 
pay off: Of nearly $15 mil¬ 
lion that has been paid 
out, 85 percent has been 
awarded to just a third of 
the property holders. 

There are other reasons 
for the larger settlements 
beyond the advantage 
of legal representation. 
Many of the best-compen¬ 
sated landowners oversee 
large citrus groves or oth¬ 
er commercial operations 
on land that is inherently 
more valuable. 

Most of the fence con¬ 
struction was completed 
two years ago, but the gov¬ 
ernment is still negotiat¬ 
ing for land surrounding 
the project. 

One recent case in¬ 
volved 8 acres at the en¬ 
trance to a sable palm 
grove managed by The 
Nature Conservancy. 
The government initially 
offered $114,000, but in 
August the matter was 
settled for nearly $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

The fence forced a de¬ 
veloper to scrap plans for 
an entertainment district 
along the Rio Grande in 
Brownsville. The gov¬ 
ernment’s first offer was

Ceballos accuses gov¬ 
ernment attorneys of try¬ 
ing to sabotage his case by 
uncovering his assets and 
pressing his lawyer about 
why a free clinic would 
accept him as a client. 

Eventually, Ceballos 
said, his lawyer told him 
he had taken the case as 
far as he could and sug¬ 
gested hiring a more 
skilled private attorney 
if he wanted to wring 
any more money out of 
the government. By that 
point, Ceballos had suc¬ 
ceeded in getting nearly 
$40,000 more. 

“They wouldn’t have 
paid me anything close to 
that if I didn’t have legal 
aid,” he said. “I guess that 
gave me a chance to fight 
the government a little bit. 
Some other people didn’t 
know or have the chance 
to fight the government, 
and they just took what 
they were offered.” 


SAN FRANCISCO - Few secu¬ 
rity companies have ben¬ 
efited as much from the 
surge of Sept. 11-related 
government contracts as 
Akal Securities, a New 
Mexico-based company 
controlled by American 
converts to a Sikh religious 
sect.

The com¬ 
pany itself disclosed 134 
“pending, or current liti¬ 
gation matters” throughout 
the country to a Washing¬ 
ton D.C. federal court last 
year. A competitor, Walden 
Security disclosed 12 such 
matters to the same court. 
Walden employs 3,000. 

Just last month, Akal 
agreed to pay $1.9 million 
to settle Justice Depart¬ 
ment allegations that it 
falsified firearms train¬ 
ing test for guards at sev¬ 
eral federal courthouses in 
northern California. 

Akal’s president Daya 
Khalsa said his company 
faces no more legal prob¬ 
lems than other similar¬ 
sized companies. 

The overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of Akal employees, 
he said, are performing ad¬ 
mirably and that the mis¬ 
takes of a few workers are 
blown out of proportion 
in costly lawsuits that are 
largely without merit.

Khalsa said the company 
settled the gun-range alle¬ 
gations on Sept. 28 to avoid 
further financial exposure 
and the company feared an 
even bigger financial loss if 
it fought the allegations be¬ 
fore an unpredictable jury. 

Specifically, gun range 
operators were accused of 
allowing some guards to 
complete target shooting 
tests beyond the allotted 
time limit and then telling 
the Marshals Service they 
passed. 

The company’s name 
(pronounced a-CALL) is 
a Sanskrit word meaning 
“undying” or immortality 
and it was a battle cry of 
Sikh warriors. The Sikh re¬ 
ligion is 500 years old and 
claims 26 million followers 
worldwide. 

The Sikh Dharma orga¬ 


nization is the largest Sikh 
organization in the west. 
Its male followers almost 
always adopt the name 
“Khalsa,” which means 
“purity,” and wear turbans, 
robes, beards and long hair 
that is never cut. 

By Bhajan’s death, Sikh 
Dharma had under its aegis 
myriad charities, schools 
and religious nonprofits. 

It also controlled two 
profitable companies, 
Akal and a manufacturer 
and distributor of tea and 
cereal products. Golden 
Temple Inc. The compa¬ 
nies’ contributed signifi¬ 
cant sums to the organiza¬ 
tion. 

But then a bitter legal 
dispute over control of 
Sikh Dharma broke out in 
2007 after Akal agreed to 
pay an $18 million fine to 
settle a federal lawsuit that 
claimed the company had 
failed to hire enough prop¬ 
erly trained guards. 

The company could no 
longer contribute to the re¬ 
ligious organization. 

The beleaguered board 
agreed in August to quit en 
masse and was replaced by 
a fresh group of Khalsas, 
who vowed to run the or¬ 
ganization better and more 
openly. 

“Our community can 
move forward in unity and 
put our efforts into serving 
our mission, managing and 
growing our businesses, 
spreading the teachings 
and creating prosperity for 
our future,” Gurujot Kaur 
Khalsa, the new secretary 
general wrote in announc¬ 
ing the settlement.

Medicaid provider to end contract 


■ Move would cut up to 200 jobs in Lexington in early July

FRANKFORT- A Medicaid managed 
care provider will terminate its 
contract with the Kentucky Cabi¬ 
net for Health and Family Services 
after only a year, a move that would 
cut some 200 jobs in Lexington. 

Kentucky Spirit Health Plan, a 
subsidiary of St. Louis-based Cen- 
tene Corp., announced Wednesday 
that it is exercising its right to end 
the contract effective July 5,2013. 

Kentucky Spirit said in a state¬ 
ment that it is committed to help¬ 
ing the 140,000 clients it serves 
transfer to one of Kentucky’s three 
other Medicaid contractors. Gov. 


Steve Beshear said all of those 
clients would continue to receive 
medical services without inter¬ 
ruptions. 

Centene Chief Administrative 
Officer Carol Goldman said the 
company regrets the loss of the 
Kentucky jobs, which represent 
over $12 million a year in wages 
and benefits. The company will 
seek to transfer some employees 
to other locations. 

“The company is working close¬ 
ly with its employees to provide 
them with the appropriate levels 
of support and resources during 
this transition,” Goldman said. 

Kentucky Spirit began opera¬ 
tions in Kentucky last November. 


Since that time, “there have been 
concerns about the sustainability 
of the commonwealth’s Medicaid 
managed care program,” the com¬ 
pany said in a statement Wednes¬ 
day. 

“The decision to terminate the 
contract comes after months of 
effort by Kentucky Spirit and the 
cabinet to resolve these concerns 
and only after it has become clear 
that there is not a viable path to 
a sustainable Medicaid managed 
care program in Kentucky,” ac¬ 
cording to the statement. 

Kentucky Spirit President Jean 
Rush said the organization has 
achieved a 17 percent decrease in 
medical and surgery costs to the 


Medicaid program and a 30 per¬ 
cent reduction in pharmacy costs 
over the past year. 

Rush also said Kentucky Spirit 
cut Medicaid spending by 94 per¬ 
cent for people illegally going from 
doctor to doctor seeking narcotics. 

“We are proud of the outcomes 
we have achieved in the short time 
under the contract,” Rush said. 

Rush also said Kentucky Spirit 
has increased wellness checkups 
for children by 30 percent and dia¬ 
betes testing by 53 percent. 

The Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services clearly wasn’t hap¬ 
py with Kentucky Spirit’s decision, 
charging that it will “abandon its 
obligation” to Medicaid recipients 
who are generally poor, disabled 
or elderly.

Crooks, a former Hender¬ 
son EDC staffer, came to 
NWKF recently to fill that 
role. 

To help entrepreneurs 
start and grow new busi¬ 
nesses, Sheilley forged a 
partnership with Com¬ 
munity Ventures Corp., a 
Lexington-based nonprofit 
organization that provides 
counseling as well as financ¬ 
ing for small businesses. 
CVC, which is the nation’s 
largest Small Business Ad¬ 
ministration micro-enter¬ 
prise business lender, in 
2005 opened an office here 
that NWKF said has helped 
launch 130 small businesses 
and create 200 jobs. 

Recognizing the impor¬ 
tance to industries of hav¬ 
ing an educated workforce, 
NWKF became an advo¬ 
cate for public education 

— organizing events such 
as the Rally 4 Education 
to encourage citizens’ in¬ 
volvement in local schools 

— and helped resurrect a 
training program for work¬ 
ers at existing industries, 
now called the Northwest 
Kentucky Training Con¬ 
sortium. 

NWKF often was suc¬ 
cessful in securing grants 
for its initiatives, helping 
grow the original two-per¬ 
son staff to eight people. 

Most recently, it ob¬ 


tained more than $160,000 
in grants to open the 
Northwest Kentucky En¬ 
trepreneurship Center, a 
business incubator on the 
fifth floor of the Soaper 
Building that is also the 
new home of NWKF. 

“When he came, it was 
the right time for this 
area,” banker Doug Bell, 
chairman of the NWKF 
board, said. 

“He built a strong alli¬ 
ance between the coun¬ 
ties to help us go to the 
next step,” Bell said. “It’s 
time for our board to find 
the next person to go to 
the next step in economic 
development, job retention 
and job growth.” 

Sheilley was recruited to 
Henderson in part on the 
strength of his recruitment 
of an 885-employee Ama¬ 
zon.com distribution cen¬ 
ter to a 770,000-square- 
foot former Fruit of the 
Loom facility in Camp- 
bellsville, Ky. 

He didn’t duplicate such 
a headline announcement 
during his years in Hen¬ 
derson. But Sheilley said 
that’s in part because 
northwest Kentucky — for 
better or worse — hasn’t 
had a big empty avail¬ 
able building to market 
to a new company. He for 
years has said that the lack 
of available buildings has 
hindered recruitment ef¬ 
forts here, but repeated 
attempts to build a spec 


building have fallen short. 

Nonetheless, NWKF 
takes credit for more than 
2,000 new or retained jobs 
in the region, such as help¬ 
ing preserve 500 existing 
jobs at Rio Tinto Alcan’s 
Sebree aluminum smelter 
through its assistance in 
obtaining some $80 mil¬ 
lion in state tax incentives 
to modernize the plant. 

Further, Sheilley said 
progress has been made at 
the 800-acre Four Star In¬ 
dustrial Park on the Hen- 
derson-Webster county 
line that so far has a single 
company: the Columbia 
Sportswear distribution 
center that preceded his 
arrival here. 

Coal rights beneath the 
Four Star property have 
been secured to ensure 
companies that mining 
won’t take place beneath 
them; infrastructure such 
as water and sewer lines 
and roadbed have been ex¬ 
tended; and Foreign Trade 
Zone status that affords 


tax advantages to certain 
companies is in place. 

“Whoever is fortunate 
to fill my position” will be 
able to market Four Star 
more readily than in re¬ 
cent years, Sheilley said. 

The Henderson County 
Riverport offers additional 
industrial sites as well. “A 
lot of people are looking at 
the riverport right now,” 
he said. 

Meanwhile, Sheilley 
takes pride in the orga¬ 
nization- and coalition¬ 
building that took place 
while he has headed 
NWKF. 

“We were able to put 
together a regional pub¬ 
lic-private partnership as 
a lead economic develop¬ 
ment organization, which 
has been a challenge in 
Kentucky” where commu¬ 
nities have been reluctant 
to team up with neighbor¬ 
ing counties, he said. 

“This is a model for a 
lot of people: local gov¬ 
ernment and businesses 


in four counties coming to¬ 
gether to benefit the whole 
region,” Sheilley said. 

He said he also is proud 
of economic development 
and workforce develop¬ 
ment team at NWKF that 
he said is “second to none” 
in Kentucky or even the 
Southeast. 

As for his new position, 
Sheilley said his career so 
far has largely involved 
helping start economic 
development organiza¬ 
tions “almost from snuff.” 

In Ocala, a recent 
merger of the chamber of 
commerce and economic 
development organization 
proved attractive to him. 

“I am a big believer 
in having chambers and 
economic development 
combined,” as they were 
in Campbellsville, Sheil¬ 
ley said. 

Nonetheless, NWKF 
managed to form work¬ 
ing partnerships with in¬ 
dependent organizations 
such as the Henderson 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Downtown Henderson 
Partnership and others. 

“Kevin and I have been 
terrific partners and really 
good friends,” Henderson 
Chamber President Brad 
Schneider said. “I appreci¬ 
ate everything he did for 
Henderson County and the 
four counties, and I’m sure 
the people in Ocala will be 
thrilled with the work he 
will do for them.”

has the distinction of being 
the official predictor for 
the coming winter. While 
scientists scoff at the no¬ 
tion of a woolly worm 
foretelling the mildness 
or harshness of the sea¬ 
son, festival officials point 
out that over the last two 
decades, the worms have 
an average 85 percent ac¬ 
curacy rating. 

That’s even better than 
Kentucky weather folklor¬ 
ist Dick Frymire’s average. 

One of the founders of 
the Woolly Worm Festival 
is Jim Morton, who was fa¬ 
miliar with woolly worm 
lore and among those resi¬ 
dents who were trying to 
drum up more interest in 
downtown Banner Elk. 

Some kind of annual, spe¬ 
cial attraction was needed, 
and Morton was inspired by 
the vicinity’s woolly worms. 
Soon, a Woolly Worm Festi¬ 
val Association was formed 
and the resulting first festi¬ 
val captured the attention of 
NBC national news, which 
ran some footage of the un¬ 
usual occasion. 

Eventually the Avery 
Banner Elk Chamber of 
Commerce and the Kiwanis 
Club began sponsoring the 
two-day happenings whose 
admission fees go back into 
the community for schools, 
children’s programs and 
tourism promotion. 

Should you find your¬ 
self near Banner Elk this 
weekend, you might want 
to fork over the $5 entrance 
fee for adults, and $2 for 
kids ages 5-12. Younger 
children are admitted free. 

The festival takes place 
from 9 a.m. until 5 p.m. 
Saturday and 9 a.m. until 
4 p.m. Sunday. 

Probably you’re thinking 
that you might want to enter 
a woolly worm in the races 
next year. If you do, Morton

ST. LOUIS - Matt Carpen¬ 
ter hit a two-run homer af¬ 
ter subbing for an injured 
Carlos Beltran and the St. 
Louis Cardinals chased 
Matt Cain before a 3!/2- 
hour rain delay in the sev¬ 
enth inning of a 3-1 victory 
over the San Francisco Gi¬ 
ants on Wednesday night 
for a 2-1NL championship 
series lead. 

Kyle Lohse worked 
around a season-worst 
five walks in 5 2-3 innings. 
Mitchell Boggs struck out 
Hunter Pence and Brandon 
Belt with two on to end 
the seventh. Jason Motte 


earned the first two-in¬ 
ning save of his career to 
reward what remained of 
a sellout crowd of 45,850 
— perhaps a third — that 
stuck around for a game 
that lasted 3 hours, 2 min¬ 
utes, about a half-hour 
shorter than the delay. 

Giants second baseman 
Marco Scutaro had two hits 
and a clean game in the field, 
two days after Matt Holliday 
rammed him breaking up a 
double-play ball.

Hopkinsville had all the

Churchill closer to September dates

LEXINGTON - Churchill 
Downs cleared a key hurdle 
Wednesday in its pursuit 
of September racing that 
would give the famed track 
a third live meet next year. 

A panel of state racing 
regulators recommended 
that the Louisville track, 
home of the Kentucky 
Derby, pick up September 
racing dates that tradition¬ 
ally have gone to Turfway 
Park in northern Kentucky. 
Churchill is seeking per¬ 
mission for four three-day 
weekends in September, in 
addition to its usual spring 
and late-fall meets. 

The full Kentucky 
Horse Racing Commis¬ 
sion is expected to vote on 
the entire 2013 live racing 
schedule statewide at its 
meeting next Tuesday. 


Churchill hopes to capi¬ 
talize on the typical good 
weather in September in 
hopes of attracting throngs 
of horsemen and fans. 

One of the track’s goals 
is to emerge as a big player 
in the thoroughbred si¬ 
mulcast market if it enters 
September racing, tradi¬ 
tionally a “soft month” 
nationally, track presi¬ 
dent Kevin Flanery told 
reporters afterward. The 
track also plans at least 
two night racing events in 
September. 

“It gives us something 
new and innovative to do,” 
he said. 

Meanwhile, struggling 
Turfway Park would have 
its live racing schedule cut 
nearly in half, from 81 days 
this year to 45 in 2013, as 
part of the full thorough¬ 
bred racing slate recom¬ 
mended by the racing 


commission’s Race Dates 
Committee. 

Besides losing September 
racing, the suburban track 
in Florence would scale 
back its February schedule 
to just two racing days. 

Turfway officials pre¬ 
dicted the scaled-back 
racing schedule will allow 
the track to raise its daily 
purses in hopes of attract¬ 
ing more quality horses.

Google opens window into secretive data centers

SAN FRANCISCO - Google is open¬ 
ing a virtual window into the 
secretive data centers where 
an intricate maze of computers 
process Internet search requests, 
show YouTube video clips and 
distribute email for millions of 
people. 

The unprecedented peek is 
being provided through a new 
website unveiled Wednesday at 
http://www.google.com/about/ 
datacenters/gallery/ /. The site 


features photos from inside some 
of the eight data centers that 
Google Inc. already has running 
in the U.S., Finland and Belgium. 
Google is also building data cen¬ 
ters in Hong Kong, Taiwan, Sin¬ 
gapore and Chile. 

Virtual tours of a North Caro¬ 
lina data center also will be avail¬ 
able through Google’s “Street 
View” service, which is usually 
used to view photos of neighbor¬ 
hoods around the world. 

The photographic access to 
Google’s data centers coincides 
with the publication of a Wired 


magazine article about how the 
company builds and operates 
them. The article is written by 
Steven Levy, a journalist who 
won Google’s trust while writing 
“In The Plex,” a book published 
last year about the company’s 
philosophy and evolution. 

The data centers represent 
Google’s nerve center, although 
none are located near the com¬ 
pany’s headquarters in Moun¬ 
tain View, Calif. 

As Google blossomed from its 
roots in a Silicon Valley garage, 
company co-founders Larry 


Page and Sergey Brin worked 
with other engineers to develop 
a system to connect low-cost 
computer servers in a way that 
would help them realize their 
ambition to provide a digital 
roadmap to all of the world’s in¬ 
formation. 

Initially, Google just wanted 
enough computing power to in¬ 
dex all the websites on the Inter¬ 
net and deliver quick responses 
to search requests. As Google’s 
tentacles extended into other 
markets, the company had to 
keep adding more computers to 


store videos, photos, email and 
information about their users’ 
preferences. 

The insights that Google 
gathers about the more than I 
billion people that use its ser¬ 
vices has made the company a 
frequent target of privacy com¬ 
plaints around the world. The 
latest missive came Tuesday in 
Europe, where regulators told 
Google to revise a 7-month-old 
change to its privacy policy that 
enables the company to combine 
user data collected from its dif¬ 
ferent services.

Housing starts 
at four-year high 

WASHINGTON- U.S. build¬ 
ers started construction 
on homes in September at 
the fastest rate since July 
2008 and made plans to 
build even more homes in 
the coming months. The 
gains show the housing 
recovery is strengthen¬ 
ing and could help the 
economy grow. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Wednesday that 
home construction rose 
15 percent last month to a 
seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 872,000. Single¬ 
family construction rose 
II percent to the fastest 
rate in four years. Apart¬ 
ment building increased 
25.1 percent. 

Applications for build¬ 
ing permits, a sign of fu¬ 
ture construction, jumped 
nearly 12 percent to an 
annual rate of 894,000, 
also the highest since July 
2008. 

“If there was any doubt 
that the housing market 
was undergoing a recov¬ 
ery, even a modest one 
in the face of the terrible 
2008 decline, those doubts 
should be erased by now,” 
said Dan Greenhaus, chief 
global strategist at BTIG. 

The construction rate 
has increased by more 
than 38 percent over the 
past 12 months. 


American Airlines 
on hiring push 

NEW YORK - Wanted: A 
few good recruits for an 
airline that’s seen better 
days. 

To replace some of its 
departing staff, American 
Airlines will hire 1,500 
flight attendants starting 
next month, with training 
beginning in January. 

The airline said 
Wednesday that 2,250 of 
its flight attendants have 
taken $40,000 buyout of¬ 
fers to leave the company. 
Briefings on the buyouts 
were standing-room only, 
according to representa¬ 
tives of the flight atten¬ 
dants union. Sign-ups to 
take the offer, which were 
open to those who had 
been with the company 
for at least 15 years, ended 
Sept. 20. 

The payments were 
part of a concessionary 
contract that flight at¬ 
tendants approved with 
the airline, which is try¬ 
ing to cut its work force 
and labor costs while it’s 
under bankruptcy pro¬ 
tection. 

The buyouts were de¬ 
signed to reduce the need 
for layoffs at American, 
which had said it wanted 
to cut about 2,000 flight- 
attendant jobs.

“This brochure says Kentucky 
has 39,732 square miles of land 
with commercial forest land 
occupying 12.7 million acres;

Soda vending machines will show calories 


The Associated Press 


NEW YORK - As criticism over sugary 
sodas intensifies, Coke, Pepsi and Dr 
Pepper are rolling out new vending 
machines that will put calorie counts 
right at your fingertips. 

The move comes ahead of a new 
regulation that would require restau¬ 
rant chains and vending machines to 
post calorie information as early as 
next year, although the timetable and 
specifics for complying with that re¬ 
quirement are still being worked out. 

“They’re seeing the writing on 
the wall and want to say that it’s 
corporate responsibility,” said 
Mike Jacobson, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Center for Science in the 
Public Interest, which advocates 


for food safety and nutrition. 

The U.S. Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration has proposed a less-stringent 
amendment that would allow vend¬ 
ing operators to post the informa¬ 
tion on a poster on the side of the 
machine, Jacobson said. But he said 
the industry’s announcement Mon¬ 
day shows posting calories right on 
machines is perfectly feasible. 

“This would be an important step 
forward,” he said. “Currently, people 
don’t think about calories when they 
go up to a vending machine. Having 
the calories right on the button will 
help them make choices.” 

The American Beverage Associa¬ 
tion, which represents Coca-Cola 
Co., PepsiCo Inc. and Dr Pepper 
Snapple Group Inc., said the calorie 


counts will be on the buttons of the 
machines, which will also feature 
small decals reminding the thirsty 
that they can choose a low-calorie 
drink. 

The vending machines will launch 
in Chicago and San Antonio munici¬ 
pal buildings in 2013 before appear¬ 
ing nationally. 

Without providing specifics, the 
American Beverage Association said 
the machines will also increase the 
availability of lower-calorie and 
zero-calorie drinks. 

“We have market research that 
says consumers really like this — 
they like choice, they like the ability 
to make choices,” said Susan Neely, 
president of the American Beverage 
Association.

Today is Thursday, Oct. 18, the 292nd 
day of 2012. There are 74 days left in 
the year. 

Today’s highlight in history: 

On Oct. 18,1982, James D. Watson, 
Francis Crick and Maurice Wilkins 
were honored with the Nobel Prize for 
Medicine and Physiology for deter¬ 
mining the double-helix molecular 
structure of DNA. 

On this date: 

In 1887, the United States took for¬ 
mal possession of Alaska from Russia. 

In 1892, the first long-distance 
telephone line between New York and 
Chicago was officially opened (it could 
only handle one call at a time). 

In 1931, inventor Thomas Alva Edi¬ 
son died in West Orange, N.J., at age 84. 

In 1989, the federal government 
banned artificial sweeteners known as 
cyclamates because of evidence they 
caused cancer in laboratory rats. 

In 1971, the Knapp Commission be¬ 
gan public hearings into allegations of 
corruption in the New York City police 
department (the witnesses included 
F^ank Serpico). 

Ten years ago: The Vatican de¬ 
manded that America’s Roman 
Catholic bishops revise their hard-line 
crackdown policy on sexually abusive 
priests, saying that elements conflict¬ 
ed with universal church law. (In 2005, 
the U.S. bishops voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly to stick with the main points of 
the discipline plan.) 

Five years ago: Manager Joe Torre, 
rejecting a pay cut, left the New York 
Yankees.
